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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not . 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 

single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method for reduction treatment of metal oxides 
containing alkali metals and halogen elements by mixing with water to form a slurry then 
dehydrating and charging into a rotary hearth furnace (claim 1), further comprising another feed 
material (claim 2) further comprising a powder containing carbon (claims 3 and 4), classified in 
class 75 subclass 484. 

Group II, claim(s) 24 and 25, drawn to an apparatus for treatment of steelmaking waste 
comprising an agitation tank, a concentrator tank, a dehydrator, a molding machine, a moving 
heart furnace and dust collector (claim 24) and a kneader (claim 25), classified in class 266 
subclass 178. 

Groups I and II have in common a method for reduction treatment of metal oxides 
containing alkali metals and halogen elements by mixing with water to form a slurry then 
dehydrating and charging into a rotary hearth furnace (claim 1), further comprising another feed 
material (claim 2) further comprising a powder containing carbon (claims. 3 and 4). This feature 
is known in the prior art as evidenced by the International Search report discussion. of Japanese 
patent document JP 2002-194452 in the Preliminary Examination Report for PCT/JP03/1 1654. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2 they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical feature, since the features that the independent claims have in common is known in the 
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art. Groups I and II are therefore not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include
